prosperity of Hongkong, 
but becnuse the existing 
trading restrictions are no 
longer capable of fulfilling 
their design. 


The first intentlom of the 
UN embargo wns to deny 
Communist China, which 
entered the Korean con- 
flict, war materluls and 
potential, Subsequently the 
more ardent protagonists 
for the retentlon of the 
restrictions have seen in 
them the means of deny- 
ing China her requirements 
for Industrialivsation. 


But what, in fact . pos 
happened? To quote -. the 
Hon. Cedric Blaker: "The 


whole (China) picture re- 


veals remarkable speed. of 
development. There Is 
special concentration on 
heavy industries with  ex- 
tenslve Russinn help. Rail- 
way and rond communica- 
tions are being opened up 
at an astonishing pace. 
... It is idle to suppose 
China is not able to obtain 
goods shipped from the 
West to Russia, Instances 
have in fact occurred where 
China has exported = to 
Hongkong goods which are 
not permitted to be sent 
into China under the 
embargo.” 


In the light of these rovela- 
tions it is no wonder the 
Chinese government can 
afford to diamiss proposals 
for furthor visits to Peking 
of British businessmen and 
industrlalists, And to sneer 
at the UN embargo. For 
today it is hurting not 
China, but the countrics 
which imposed it.

O one believed Pri- 
vate Pooley’s story. 
Nearly a hundred 
of his comrades had 
been brutally murdered— 
and no one believed it. 

“What would you say if 
J told you that the Germans 
had put a hundred of our 
men agulnst a wall and shot 
them in cold blood?” he 
asked a friend. 


“I don't take any notice 
of tales like that,” was the 
answer. “There are all sorts 
of wild) yarns going the 
rounds.”

Albert Pooley’s 
voice wns quict, but he spuke 
very firmly. “Would you believe 
it if 1 told you Uhat [, und about 
a hundred chaps of my own mob, 
had been put up against a wall 
and machine-gunned?"

Tall, erect and soldierly, with 
sandy hair and a small mouse 
tuche, he slill looked n sick and 
worried man, 

Far-fetched! Was the still un- 
healed wound in his leg “far-

fetched?” Was ho “imagining” 
tho vents of May 27, 19407 
Years had pnssed, but all the 
details of the tragic story were 
sill clear in his mind, the story 
which had unfolded in tho little 
French village of Le Paradis. 

‘May 27, 1940. Major L. C. D. 
Ryder fn the tattered 
survivors of the 2nd Battalion, 
the “Royal Norfolk Regintent, 
which he commanded. 

A hundred or so men, they 
were crowded together in a cow- 
house. Twenty-five yards away, 
their headquarters, was blazing. 
Thoy had destroyed all tho 
equipment and papers which 
had escaped the German shell- 
Ing. 

“Men,” sald Major Ryder, 
“you have done more than you 
were asked ty do, More than 
was expected of you. There Is 
no hope of escape. We are sur- 
rounded. The enemy is vastly 
superior in numbers and equip- 
ment, You must now decide 
yourselves whether to fight on 
or to surrender,

“Tam not ordering you one 
way or the other. 1 am giving 


no more orders. If you wish to: 


surrender you can do #0 with a 
clear conscience, 1 will uccept 
your decision,” 


Seventeen days carller, they 
had marched confidently into 
Belgium to meet the oncoming 
enemy, The blitzkrieg had 
started.

France—among the few Britlsn 
troops whose grim task it was 
tou kewp open the corridur to the 
gen, 

While they hung grimly to

Several packets of cigarettes 
had been taken from the prison- 
ers and thrown on to the grass.

Scientists ara not certain why hair can turn grey overnight, 
but they do know why your hair stands on end when you are 
seared. Fright causes the brain to send o message along your 
nerves to little muscles which normally keep your hair lying 
down.

WHATSOEVER FOR DOWNRIGHT 
BAD MANNERS 


Says I. M. MacTAVISH 


Some months ago I started this column with the statement that there 
was no excuse for bad manners. The Hongkong football sphere seems to 
get more than its fair share of provocative incidents and untoward happen- 
ings but, even with a full realisation of these facts, I reiterate my previous 
comment “In football, as in every other walk of life, there is absolutely no 
justification for downright bad manners”. 


A week or two ago a sporty writer for whom 1 have considerable admiration 


was sent to cover one of the week-end games in the Senior League. 


He also had to 


cover another assignment but, in order to do full justice to the soccer match, he 
made a special effort to arrive at the ground in good time for the kick-off. 


He went immediately to tho 
dressing, room, knocked at the 
door, ind jn nu courteous manner 
sleppec Inside and asked if hq 
coukl bf given the team Une-up. 


He did pet get it, Instead he 
was greoted with a plece of 
trite Information from one of 
the ollicials who said that he 
did Bot want pressnen in his 
dressings room, The reporter 
was told, In very definite man- 
ner, to vet out! 


Such an officlal—and in con- 
sequence his team—-deserven 
neither the effort which tne 
writer and his paper had made, 
hor the publicity which would 
obviously have ucerued = there~ 
from. 


TEMPORARY CHARGE 


Such behaviour by those who 
happen to be in temporary 
charge of a particular team Is 
the surest way of bringing the 
club into dJsrepute,...and It ts 
a disrepute Uhat will probably 
be remé@inbered long after the 
offender has given up his office, 
ve has left the Colony, 

This was no slmple case of 4 
misunderstanding. Both the re- 
porter and the offictal spoke in 
gervl clear English and, to put 
It mildly, the pressman was {ett 
in no doubt at all about the 
undestrabliity of his presence, 

ois felt that this thoughtless 
action by the officlal must have 
embarrassed bls own players as 
much as It did the reporter, 

This is borne out by the fact 
thal one of the players came out 
of the dressing room and quictly 
obtained and passed on to the 
press representative the Informa- 
thon he wanted. 

In this ense the report of the 
mateh duly appeared in print 
but with o less experien re- 
porter, or ono prone to quick 
temper, the game would almost 
certainly have been discarded ag 
an assignment. :
